There is Bbill time, if this is favorably consi- 
dered, to put a small force of regular troops, 
numbering approximately 13,000 men, 
in healthful camps until such time as they 
can be used on the Island of Cuba with 


General Miles renews his former recom- 


mendation that "the government author- 
ize enlistments in the army at the rate of 
one soldier to every 1,000 of the popula- 
tion. This would practical Iy continue iu 
service the same number as does tho act 
of Congress approved April 2(», 1898, au- 
thorizing the increase of the regular army, 
provided for', viz : 02,579 men ; but unfor- 
tunately there was a provision in that ,ict 
which required the army to be reduced to 
its former peace basis, which was entirely 
inadequate to the needs avid interests of 
tbp government." 


He also recommends that "Congress au- 


thorize au auxiliary force of native troops, 
to be officered principally by United States 
Army officers, for uervicK in Porto Eico, 
Cuba and the Philippine Islands, not fco 
exceed two soldiers to every one thousand 
of the population of those islands. This 
would givo the United States a most val- 
uable auxiliary force. It would pacify the 
native elements of the islands, and would 
be to the interests of economy and good 
government., This force could be used in 
a way similar to the mounted police in 
Canada and the British forces in Egypt 
and India.3'
